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EXAMINER 'S RESPONSE 

1. In response to the application filed 06 June 2006, claims 1-46 are pending. The 
preliminary amendment filed 22 August 2006 has been entered. A NOTICE OF 
ACCEPTANCE OF APPLICATION UNDER 35 U.S.C 371 AND 37 CFR 1.495 was 
mailed 20 March 2007. 

REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one 
invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive 
concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of inventions is claimed in 
a national stage application, the requirement of unity of invention shall be fulfilled only 
when there is a technical relationship among those inventions involving one or more of 
the same or corresponding special technical features. The expression "special technical 
features" shall mean those technical features that define a contribution which each of the 
claimed inventions, considered as a whole, makes over the prior art. 

The determination whether a group of inventions is so linked as to form a single 

general inventive concept shall be made without regard to whether the inventions are 

claimed in separate claims or as alternatives within a single claim. See 37 CFR 1.475(e).

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predetermined company so as to act as an anonymous user. 

Group 3, claims 35-41, drawn to identification of a mail partner from a partner 
identification mail address of the transmission destination of the e-mail transmitted from 
a transmission source. 

Group 4, claims 42-45, drawn to transmission of e-mail transmitted from a 
transmission source to a specified mail address by identifying the notification company 
from the notification mail address of the transmission destination of the e-mail 
transmitted to the transmission destination. 

Group 5, claim 46, drawn to transmission of an identifier for a notification company. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The five groups of 
inventions are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept. The groups do 
not share the same or corresponding technical feature. 

3. A telephone call was made to Mr. Sadao Kinashi on 16 September 2010 to request 
an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

Applicant may 
submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the inventions to be 
obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. Where such evidence 
or admission is provided by applicant, if the examiner finds one of the inventions 
unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection 
under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) of the other invention.
